The Tenth Ordinary General Meeting of the British Match 
Corporation, Limited, was held on 18 May at River Piate 
House, Finsbury Circus, London, E.C. 


GROWTH OF ASSETS 


Mr. Clarence E. Bartholomew, 0.B.E. (chairman and manag- 
ing director), who presided, said: We are pleased to be ab 
to present a saisfactory account of our tenth year’s work. In 
the accounts for 1928 the total value of all our assets appeared 
as £6,238,136. In the following year the Brazilian business was 
added with an addition of just over £700,000 to our capital, 
and the assets came to £7,055,443. To-day, they are £7,809,000, 
although we have written off £360,000 from the goodwill item. 
It is our intention to write off that item altogether by alloca- 
tions from profits each year. 

Thanks mainly to special bonus dividends from Bryant and 
May, Limited—our principal operating company—we have 
amassed a reserve account of £700,000. This is all invested 
in fixed-dated British Government Securities, whose cost is 
just below their redemption price. We have, nevertheless, 
thought it prudent to recommend.a reserve of £15,000 to cover 
any loss which we might have to make in the event of realising 
some of these securities for the purpose of acquiring further 
trade investments when opportunities arise. The holdings in 
subsidiary and associated companies have yielded a very satis- 
factory return. 


FOREIGN AND. HOME BUSINESS 


As you will remember, the Brazilian investment has been a 
cause of some anxiety to your directors, but there has been 
a substantia] improvement in the conditions of that country, 
and, if these improved conditions continue, that anxiety will 
be removed. We have been glad to increase our interests 
in the Argentine, where exchange conditions have improved, 
for we have confidence not only in that wonderful country, 
but also in the management of our associates there, 

In the home trade we have held our own, in spite of a 
continuance of the abnormal competition from Soviet Russia 
to which I referred last year. Our Dominion investments have 
all been remunerative once more. 

The revenue account shows the second highest net revenue which 
we have yet achieved, and there is an increase in all the items 
on the right side of that account, except in transfer and regis- 
tration fees. This figure shows that the shares are well held, 
for we have passed only just under 2,000 transfers in the year, 
although there are more than 10,000 shareholders. This stable 
shareholding seems to us to any our policy of endeavouring 
to fortify reserves and to eliminate unsubstantial assets from 
our balance sheet, with a view to a gradual increase in the 
real value of your investment, regardless of market fluctuations, 

Chairmen of industrial concerns are expected just now to 
ofier their views on the quaintly named National Defence Con- 
tribution. My considered opinion must be reserved until we 
can see the details of this new and milder form of the crude 
Excess Profits Duty, which did so much mischief in its hasty 
war-time guise. In principle I consider the new tax quite 
unfair, unless it can be confined only to those who are making 
excess profits from the Government’s necessary rearmament 
programme. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously that the report 
and accounts be received and adopted; that £15,000 be placed 
to reserve against depreciation in value of Government securi- 
ties; that £60,000 be written off goodwill, rights, etc.; that 
a dividend at the rate of 54 per cent. per annum, less income- 
tax at 4s. 3.9d. in the pound be paid on the preference shares 
for the half-year to 30 April 1937; and that a dividend of 
5 per cent. less income tax at 4s. 5.72d. in the pound be paid 
on the ordinary shares of the corporation.

The increase of about 7 per cent. in the volume of 
jndustrial production in the first quarter of this year, 
ag compared with a year earlier, was rather less than 
the rate of expansion in the five preceding quarters, 
when increases of 9, 104, 10, 9 and 8 per cent., respec- 
tively, were seconded. Production in the first quarter 
of this year was, however, probably affected to some 
extent by the Baster holiday occurring in that quarter, 
but in the second quarter of 1936. Manufacturing pro- 
duction, as indicated by the index, was about 8 per 
cent. greater than in the March quarter of 1936. Pro- 
duction of iron and steel goods and activity in the 
industries covered by the engineering and shipbuilding 
group constituted records. 


The largest increase in the March quarter, as com- 
pared with the corresponding quarter of 1936, was in 
respect of engineering and shipbuilding (17 per cent.), 
due mainly to the considerable improvement in ship- 
building and greater activity in general and electrical 
engineering and in the motor industry. A very sub- 
stantial increase was also recorded for non-ferrous 
metals (144 per cent.) and smaller increases for iron 
and steel (8 per cent.), food, drink and tobacco (6 per 
cent.), chemicals, oils, ete. (4$ per cent.), and textiles 
(24 per cent.). The index for the building and building 
materials group was rather lower than a year earlier 
and for the leather and boots and shoes group a decline 
of about 44 per cent. was recorded. The output of coal 
was smaller by about 14 per cent. 


Of the miscellaneous industries not specified in the 





Special Articles— Continued 


groups there was some increase in the output of pianos 
and larger quantities of rubber were taken by the using 
industries. 


In order to publish the results as early as possible 
it is necessary to include certain provisional figures for 
the latest quarter covered by the calculation. The 
replacement of the provisional figures for the past 
quarters, when definitive data become available, may 
alter the index numbers for certain groups, and any 
revisions that may be necessary will be made when the 
figures for the June quarter of the present year are 
published. The net result of revisions in the figures for 
the December quarter has not appreciably altered the 
general index for that quarter. 


The method of calculation of the revised index and 
the scope of the figures were fully explained in the 
“* Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 28 March 1935 (pages 
515-517). The sections of industry which are covered 
by the information at present received represent over 
70 per cent. of the total manufacturing and mining 
activity of the United Kingdom, and, apart from build- 
ing, about 90 per cent. of the total activity of the 
groups of industry for which indices have been caleu- 
lated. For building, the proportion is about 30 per 
cent. Of the branches of trade not covered by the 
data summarised in the table, the most important are 
the clothing trades (other than boots and_ shoes) 
and public utility services (other than gas and 
electricity).

Both imports and exports last month were sub- 
stantially higher in value than a year ago, but some of 
this increase may be attributed to the fact that last 
year Easter fell in April, whereas this year the whole 
of the holiday fell in March. The figures for both 
imports and exports were very similar to those for 


March. 


Total imports last month, valued at £82,871,000, 
were £16,207,000 (24 per cent.) more than in April 
1936. Imports of food, drink and tobacco increased 
by £4,386,000 (15 per cent.), raw materials by 
£5,936,000 (30 per cent.) and manufactured articles 
by £5,744,000 (32 per cent.). 


The value of exports of United Kingdom goods was 
£43,027,000, being £9,600,000 (29 per cent.) higher 
than a year earlier. Exports of raw materials have been 
increasing in value during recent months and last 
month they amounted to £5,636,000, the highest figure 
since May 1930 and £1,688,000 (43 per cent.) more than 
in April 1936. Exports of manufactured goods rose by 
£7,349,000 and food, drink and tobacco by £676,000, 
the increase in each case being 28 per cent. 


Exports of imported merchandise, valued at 
£7,274,000, exceeded those in any month since June 
1930, and were £1,352,000 (23 per cent.) greater than 
in April last year, while transhipments under bond, 
which are excluded from the records of both imports 
and exports, were valued at £3,223,000, which was 
about the same as in March and £1,259,000 more than 
a year earlier. 


As a result of these increases, the excess of imports 
over exports of merchandise amounted last month to 
£32°6 million, compared with £32°5 million in March 





and £27:3 million in April 1986. For the four months 
the excess rose by £16°6 million to £121°8 million. 


Imports of bullion and specie during April amounted 
to £33°6 million and exports to £31:3 million, an 
abnormally high figure. The excess of imports over 
exports during April was accordingly only £2°3 million; 
for the first four months it amounted to £35°7 million 
as compared with £40°6 million in the corresponding 
period of 1936. 


The information available from the Accounts 
relating to Trade and Navigation enables the approxi- 
mate value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for the four months 
ended April 1936 and 1937 are given below :—

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during April were valued at £32,738,000, 
which was £2,376,000 less than in March but 
£4,386,000 (15 per cent.) more than in April last year. 
Substantial increases as compared with a year ago 
were recorded for grain and flour (£1,772,000), ‘‘ other 
food ’’ (£1,037,000), meat (£1,023,000) and dairy 
produce (£573,000), while only for tobacco (£395,000) 
was there any considerable decline. 


Imports of wheat last month rose in value by 30 per 
cent. compared with April 1936; there was, however, 
a decrease in quantity from 8°3 to 7°2 million cwts., or 
by 14 per cent., the average value of the imports being 
the highest since January 1930. Consignments from 
the Argentine, abnormally small in 1936, accounted 
for almost one-half of the total imports last month, 
but supplies from Australia and Canada were sub- 
stantially less than a year earlier. The quantity of 
barley imported (1:2 million cwts.) was about 80 per 
cent. more than a year ago, while the value was nearly 
three times as great. For maize a reduction of 10 per 
cent. in quantity was accompanied by a rise of 33 per 
cent, in the value of the imports. 


Imports of beef last month (1:1 million cwts.) were 
about 11 per cent. greater than in April 1936, while 
supplies of mutton and lamb rose by 133,000 ewts., or 
22 per cent. Imports of bacon were slightly larger 
than a year ago, the increased supplies coming mainly 
from Canada. 


Imports of eggs were 19 per cent. greater than in 
April 1936, and there was a substantial increase in 
average values, while imports of butter rose in value 
but decreased in quantity. The quantities of bananas, 
grape-fruit and oranges imported last month were 
much larger than a year ago, but there was a consider- 
able decrease in imports of apples. There was a slight 
increase in the quantity of cocoa imported, while the 
value was more than double that in April of last year. 
The amount of tea imported fell from 30-9 million lbs. 
in April 1936 to 22°6 million lbs. last month, owing 
to declines in consignments from Ceylon, the Dutch 
East Indies and British India. Imports of raw sugar 
rose in quantity by 4 per cent. and in value by 43 per 
cent. The decline in imports of unmanufactured 
tobacco continued last month, the total being less 
than half that of a year earlier, 


Raw Materials.—The value of raw _ materials 
imported last month—£25,984,000—was £5,936,000 
(30 per cent.) more than in April 1936, the expansion 
in value applying to every group except iron ore and 
scrap. The largest increases were recorded for oil 
seeds, nuts, etc. (£1,501,000), raw wool, etc. 
(£948, 000), wood and timber (£852,000), raw cotton, 
ete, (£722,000) and raw rubber (£695,000), while 
increases in excess of £400,000 were recorded for non- 
ferrous ores and undressed hides and skins. For the 
. class as a whole there was an increase compared with 
March of £1,001,000, a decline of £1,554,000 in respect 
of raw cotton, which was largely seasonal, being more 
than offset by substantial increases for most of the 
other groups—notably £927,000 for raw wool, etc., 
and £721,000 for oil seeds, nuts, ete. 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during April and the first four months of this 
year and last. In the case of the commodities retained 
imports of which differ widely from total imports, 
figures for retained imports are given in the table. 
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Imports of cotton and wool are included in the section 
dealing with textiles.

Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
(£23,634,000) was £1,539,000 (7 per cent.) greater 
than in March and £5,744,000 (82 per cent.) greater 
than in April last year. The most substantial 
increases compared with a year ago were for non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures (£1,714,000), manu- 
factured oil and fats, including refined petroleum 
(£1,078,000), machinery (£708,000) and miscellaneous 
manufactured articles (£539,000). For only one group 
—iren and steel—were imports lower in value than a 
year ago, the decline being £58,000. 


EXPORTS 

The value of exports last month of food, drink and 
tobacco amounted to £3,092,000, which was £184,000 
more than in March and £676,000 (28 per cent.) more 
than in April last year. Compared with a year ago, 
the principal increases were for beverages and cocoa 
preparations (£390,000)—due to the continued high 
level of exports of spirits, mainly to the United States, 
‘* other food ’’ (£91,000) and tobacco (£113,000). 

Exports of raw materials during April were valued 
at £5,636,000, which was £372,000 more than in 
March—due mainly to increased exports of coal—and 
£1,688,000 (43 per cent.) more than in April last year. 
Of the latter increase £764,000 was in respect of coal, 
while exports of raw wool, etc., increased by £312,000 
and non-ferrous ores and scrap by £146,000. All the 
groups in the class showed increases, except silk 
waste, etc., exports of which are always very small. 
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The quantity of coal exported last month (3,242,000 
tons) was about 200,000 tons more than in March and 
705,000 tons (28 per cent.) more than in April last 
year. The principal markets to show increases com- 
pared with a year ago were France (192,000 tons), 
Italy (150,000 tons), Denmark (97,000 tons), Sweden 
(74,000 tons), Germany (72,000 tons) and the Trish 
Free State (59,000 tons); the most substantial decline 
was in exports to Canada (107,000 tons). 

There was also a substantial increase in the quantity 
of coal shipped as bunkers for steamers engaged in the 
foreign trade and for fishing vessels, the total 
(1,012,000 tons) being 69,000 tons more than in March 
and 130,000 tons (15 per cent.) more than in April 
1936, the increase probably resulting from the 
incidence of the Easter holiday. Similarly, the quan- 
tity of fuel oil shipped as bunkers totalled 26-9 million 
gallons last month, compared with 21:7 million in 
March and 17-2 million in April last year. 

The value of exports last month of articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured (£33,362,000) was rather less 
than in March, but £7,349,000 (28 per cent.) greater 
than in April 1936. The largest increases were 
recorded for cotton yarns and manufactures 
(£1,252,000), iron and steel and manufactures 
(£1,201,000), machinery (£802,000), non-ferrous metals 
(£548,000), chemicals, drugs, dyes and _ colours 
(£536,000), woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures (£459,000), manufactures of textile materials 
other than wool, cotton and silk (£399,000) and mis- 
cellaneous manufactured articles (£387,000). Smaller 
increases were shown for each of the other groups in 
the class, the general increase applying not only to 
April but to the first four months of the year.

The quantity of iron and steel and manufactures 
imported last month (88,000 tons) was 33,000 tons (27 
per cent.) less than in April last year, half the reduc- 
tion being due to a decline of over 50 per cent. in 
rolling-mill products. For the first four months of the 
year, total imports declined by 146,000 tons (29 per 
cent.). On the other hand, British exports of iron 
and steel increased from 178,000 tons in April 1936 to 
239,000 tons last month, or by 34 per cent. Exports 
of crude iron and steel doubled, and those of rolling- 
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mill products increased by nearly 50 per cent. For 
finished products there was an increase of 27,000 tong 
(23 per cent.), the improvement being general to all 
the descriptions specified in the table, except railway 
material. For the first four months of the year total 
exports of iron and steel increased by 212,000 tons (31 
per cent.), 

Imports of machinery during April (13,200 tons) 
were 2,900 tons (29 per cent.) greater than a year ago; 
machine tools accounted for 1,800 tons of this increase, 
British exports of machinery also increased—from 
30,800 tons in April 1986 to 38,600 tons last month 
(25 per cent.). Exports of textile machinery were 
greater by 2,400 tons, boilers and boiler-house plant 
by 2,000 tons and agricultural machinery, mainly 
tractors, by 1,200 tons. 

The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month (1,876) was 577 more than in April 1936, while 
British exports increased from 3,591 to 3,765; there 
was again a substantial increase in exports of chassis 
—from 1,667 in April last year to 3,165 last month. 
Exports of motor cycles and tricars showed a substan- 
tial increase, while exports of cycles (74,000) were 
more than double those of a year earlier.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (1175 
million lbs.) were slightly smaller than a year earlier, 
but the figure for the first four months was the highest 
for a number of years. According to statistics pub- 
lished by the Liverpool Cotton Association, the 
deliveries of cotton to mills, both during April and 
the first four months of the year, were the highest 
recorded since 1929. The average value of the raw 
cotton imported during April (7°8d. per lb.) exceeded 
that for any month since August 1930, and compares 
with 63d. per lb. in April 1936. 

Exports of cotton yarns and piece-goods, both last 
month and during January to April, were higher than 
a year ago. Comparing April 1937 with a year earlier 
the increase of 24 per cent. in exports of cotton yarns 
was mainly in shipments to the Netherlands, 
Roumania, Switzerland, Denmark, Belgium and 
Poland. The increase of 23 million square yards 
(17 per cent.) in exports of cotton piece-goods was

mainly in shipments to British West Africa, Australia, 
British Malaya, Canada and the Union of South Africa 
among British countries and to the Dutch East Indies, 
Switzerland, the Netherlands and Colombia among 
foreign countries; the only considerable decline was 
in exports to Egypt, which were unusually high in 
1936. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
month and during the first four months of the year 
were appreciably less than a year earlier. The average 
value of the imports last month (16°2d. per lb.) was 
the highest since November 1929. Exports of sheep’s 
and lambs’ wool in April were slightly less than a year 
earlier, but the total for the first four months of the 
year showed a substantial increase. There was a 
decline in exports of wool tops during both periods, 
but little change was shown in the quantity of woollen 
and worsted yarns exported. Exports of woollen and 
worsted tissues continued to increase, being 1-1 million 
square yards (14 per cent.) more than in April 1936; 
this increase was due mainly to larger shipments to 
the United States, New Zealand, the Argentine and 
Japan, but there was a substantial decline in the 
quantity taken by Egypt. 

Exports of linen piece-goods last month showed 
little change compared with a year ago, but there was 
again a substantial increase (33 per cent.) in exports 
of artificial silk tissues, due mainly to the much larger 
quantities of pure artificial silk tissues taken by British 
countries, particularly Australia.

The value of re-exports of food, drink and tobacco 
last month (£1,001,000) was. £145,000 more than in 
April 1936, the principal increases being in respect of 
grain and flour (£78,000) and beverages and cocoa pre- 
parations (£65,000); for tobacco, a decline of £47,000 
was recorded. 
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Re-exports of raw materials were valued at 
£4,346,000, or £842,000 (24 per cent.) more than a 
year ago; the principal increases were for raw wool, 
etc. (£312,000), undressed hides and skins (£248,000) 
and rubber (£111,000). 

Re-exports of manufactured articles—valued at 
£1,906,000—showed an increase compared with a year 
earlier of £366,000 (24 per cent.), the largest increases 
being for woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures 
(£84,000), non-ferrous metals (£62,000), miscellaneous 
manufactures (£53,000) and leather (£52,000). 


DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEA 
TRADE 


FIRST QUARTER OF 1937 


The April issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first quarter of 1987 
which enable the customary quarterly survey to be 
made of the geographical distribution of the trade 
between the United Kingdom and other countries. 

In considering the changes in percentage distribu- 
tion shown below, it must be remembered that these 
details are based on the aggregate value of trade as 
actually recorded during the several periods under 
review, and do not take any account either of changes 
in these aggregate values or of variations in volume of 
trade consequent upon alterations in price level. Thus, 
total imports in the first three months of 1987 
increased by 14} per cent. compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1936, but when the effect of price 
changes is eliminated the increase in volume was less 
than 3 per cent., average values in the aggregate 
having risen by about 114 per cent. For exports of 
United Kingdom produce there was a rise in declared 
value of 14 per cent., representing an increase in 
volume of 10 per cent., average values having risen by 
4 per cent. For re-exports, although there was an 
increase in recorded value of 18 per cent., this was 
entirely due to a rise of some 24 per cent. in average 
values, the volume actually declining by 4} per cent. 
Between 1929 and 1937, on the other hand, there was 
a substantial decline in prices. It must, however, be 
emphasised that these changes in price level relate to 
imports and exports, respectively, as a whole, and not 
to trade with individual countries or groups of coun- 
tries, in respect of which the price variation is, of 
course, dependent on the make-up of the trade actually 
carried on. 

It should also be noted that in the published returns 
the particulars in respect of Turkey are now shown as 
one total, whereas in 1929 separate figures were shown 
for European and Asiatic Turkey. For purposes of 
comparability the particulars for both portions of 
Turkey for 1929 have been aggregated and the totals 
included with Europe in the Continental distribution.

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The proportion of our imports consigned from 
British countries during the first quarter of this year 
was slightly smaller than in the corresponding period 
of 1936. Only once before has a check occurred in the 
proportionate growth of our imports from British coun- 
tries since the passing of the Import Duties Act and 
the conclusion of the Ottawa Agreements in 1932. 
The value of the imports from British countries was 
substantially greater than a year earlier, but in conse- 
quence of a rise in imports from the Argentine from a 
low to a very high figure, the proportionate share of 
other countries was reduced. Canada was the only 
Dominion for which an increase was shown; for India, 
and for the Colonial Empire as a whole, small increases 
were recorded, although the proportions received from 
British Malaya and Ceylon were considerably smaller 
than a year ago. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1929, there was 
a substantial rise in the proportion of: our imports 
coming from British countries, particularly from 
Canada, Australia, India and West Africa; declines 
occurred only in respect of five of the British coun- 
tries specified in the tables, those recorded for the 
Union of South Africa and the Irish Free State being 
the most important. 

British countries also took last quarter a smaller 
share of exports of United Kingdom produce and 
manufactures than in the first quarter of 1936, thus 
checking the steady increase which had been taking 
place over the past three years. The decline was 
shared by each of the Dominions, except New Zealand, 
and by India, for which the largest decrease occurred ; 
the Colonial Empire as a whole took a somewhat larger 
proportion than in the earlier period, principally 
owing to increases in respect of British Malaya and the 
British colonies in Africa. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1929, there was 
a small increase in the proportion of our domestic 
exports consigned to the Empire, notwithstanding a 
reduction in India’s share from 12-14 to 7:82 per cent. 
The Union of South Africa and New Zealand each 
took appreciably larger shares and increases occurred 
in respect of the majority of the Colonies, etc.. the 
largest being for British West Africa; the share taken 
by Hong Kong was much reduced. 

The re-export trade consists largely of a re-distribu- 
tion of Empire produce to foreign countries, and the 
proportion taken by British countries, always small, 
declined last quarter to 13°99 per cent., the lowest 
recorded in any recent period. A large part of the 
decline as compared with the corresponding quarters 
of 1929 and 1936 was in respect of the Irish Free State, 
the principal British market for re-exports, but 
decreases were also shown for every other specified 
part of the Empire, except Canada.

Imports.—Compared with the first quarter of 1936, 
a small decline occurred in the proportion of our 
imports received from Europe; decreases were recorded 
for a large number of European countries, the most 
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important being in respect of France and Germany, 
while Italy, the Netherlands and the Soviet Union 
were the only countries to show significant increases. 
Imports from Italy in the first quarter of 1936 had, 
of course, been abnormally small on account of 
sanctions. Relatively large declines took place in the 
proportions consigned from North and Central America 
and from Oceania, etc.; the former was due almost 
entirely to a substantial fall in the share of the United 
States, while the latter affected both Australia and 
New Zealand. South America showed the largest 
increase as compared with a year ago, as a result of 
imports from the Argentine rising from 5°68 to 8°55 
per cent. of the total. Increases were also recorded 
for Africa and Asia; in the case of the former, sub- 
stantial increases in the shares of British West Africa 
and Egypt were partly offset by the appreciable 
decline recorded for the Union of South Africa, while 
in Asia increases in respect of India and the foreign 
countries concerned more than counter-balanced the 
declines for British Malaya and Ceylon. 


In comparison with the first quarter of 1929, the 
changes in the continental distribution of our import 
trade were more marked. Large declines were shown 
for Europe and for North and Central America; the 
former occurred in respect of the Irish Free State, 
Germany, Denmark and all the Western European 
countries, while the latter was due to the fact that 
the increase in Canada’s share was only about half as 
large as the decline recorded for the United States. 
In Africa, increases in respect of West Africa and the 
other British colonies were almost sufficient to offset 
the decline in the share of the Union of South Africa. 
Appreciable increases were shown for the three other 
geographical areas specified; in Asia and Oceania, the 
British countries concerned were largely responsible, 
though the shares of the Dutch West Indies and 
Japan also rose considerably, while the Argentine 
accounted for nearly the whole of the increase for 
South America. 


Exports of United Kingdom Goods.—As compared 
with the first quarter of 1936, relatively small changes 
took place in the continental distribution of our 
domestic export trade. The largest decline was shown 
in respect of Africa and was due to the smaller pro- 
portions taken by Egypt and the Union of South 
Africa. Europe was the only other continent to take 
a smaller share than a year ago. The reduction for 
Europe as a whole was relatively insignificant, the 
principal changes among individual countries being 
increases in respect of France and Italy (trade with 
the latter having been affected by sanctions last year) 
and declines in the case of Spain (affected by the civil 
war), the Irish Free State and the Soviet Union. 
North and Central America showed the only appre- 
ciable increase, owing to a rise in the proportion 
taken by the United States. In Asia the larger shares 
consigned to China, Japan and the British colonies 
more than offset the reduction in respect of India; 
similarly in Oceania, New Zealand’s increase was 
larger than Australia’s reduction. 


In ‘comparison with the first quarter of 1929 the 
principal change was a substantial fall in the propor- 
tion of our exports consigned to Asia; this decline was 
common to nearly every part of the continent, though 
India was the country mainly concerned. South 
America was the only other area of those specified to 
take a smaller share than in the earlier period. The 
substantial increase shown for Africa was due to the 
larger shares taken by the British countries in that 
continent. In Europe the increases recorded for Den- 
mark, Sweden and all the northern countries except 
the Soviet Union more than counter-balanced the 
reductions in the shares consigned to Italy, Spain and 
Germany. In North and Central America, the 
increase for the United States was greater than the 
reduction for Canada. 


Re-exports.—The principal changes in the con- 
tinental distribution of our re-exports, as compared 
with the first quarter of 1936, were an appreciable

decline in the proportion taken by Europe and a corre- 
sponding increase in respect of North and Central 
America. The United States, our largest market for 
re-exports in 1936, increased her share still further last 
quarter to over 20 per cent. The decline in Europe’s 
normally large share occurred principally in respect of 
France, Germany and the Irish Free State, a sub- 
stantial increase being shown for the Soviet Union. 
Compared with the first quarter of 1929, the propor- 
tion of our re-exports consigned to the Soviet Union 
rose from 1:46 to 16°09 per cent., while there was a 
decline of nearly the same magnitude in respect of 
Germany.

PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM AND

STATISTICS FOR MARCH QUARTER 


MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN 
THE UNITED KINGDOM AND NON-EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES 


Table I on page 710 gives particulars of the numbers 
of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
who travelled directly between the United Kingdom 
and places outside Europe during the three months 
and twelve months ended March 1936 and March 
1937. The number of passengers travelling in the 
March quarter from this country to non-European 
countries increased from 39,886 to 42,824 and in the 
movement in the opposite direction from 35,845 to 
40,465. The aggregate inward and outward movement 
in the twelve months ended March 1937 was about 
62,000 more than a year earlier, although the numbers 
leaving on and returning from pleasure cruises were, in 
the aggregate, about 8,000 less. 


British PASSENGERS 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the 
number of persons of British nationality who arrived 
in the United Kingdom as passengers from such coun- 
tries during the three months ended March 1937 
exceeded the number who left as passengers for such 
countries by 199, as compared with an outward 
balance of 2,060 in the first quarter of 1936. The 
change in the balance in the first three months of this 
year, as compared with 1936, is mainly due to the 
larger inward movement from the British Empire. 
British subjects travelling on pleasure cruises num- 
bered 1,671 more outward than inward in the first 
three months of 1937, as compared with an excess out- 
ward of 982 such passengers in the first quarter of 
1936, the departure at the end of March 1937 of a 
vessel with about one thousand cruise passengers 
accounting for this increased balance. Hzcluding the 
numbers travelling on pleasure cruises there was an 
inward balance of 1,870 in the March quarter of 1937, 
‘as compared with an outward balance of 1,078 in the 
first quarter of 1936. 

During the twelve months ended March 1937 an 
inward balance of 12,045 British passengers was 
recorded, as compared with an inward balance of 
10,393 during the twelve months ended March 1936, 
the number of outward and inward British passengers 
increasing by 18,992 and 15,644, respectively. 

In the movement between the United Kingdom and 
countries within the British Empire, an inward

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balance of 2,142 British passengers was recorded for 
the first quarter of 1937, as compared with an outward 
balance of 768 during the corresponding quarter of 
1936. There were inward balances of 1,001 from Aus- 
tralia and 476 from India (including Ceylon) in the 
first three months of 1937, as compared with inward 
balances of 155 and 506 in the corresponding quarter 
of 1936. In the case of British South Africa there was 
an inward balance of 786, as compared with an outward 
balance of 952 a year earlier, while there were outward 
balances of 144 and 273, respectively, to the group 
‘** Other British Countries.’’ 

An outward balance of 37 British passengers to the 
United States was recorded in the first quarter of 1937, 
as compared with an inward balance of 292 a year 
earlier. The outward balance to the group ‘‘ Other 
Foreign Countries ’’ showed a decrease of 367. 

In the twelve months ended March 1937 countries 
within the British Empire accounted for an inward 
balance of 5,847 British passengers, as compared with 
an inward balance of 5,202 in the previous twelve 
months. The inward balance of British passengers 
from the United States fell from 5,664 to 5,250. 


ALIEN PASSENGERS 


In the movement of aliens between this country and 
non-European countries during the first quarters of 
1937 and 1936 outward balances of 2,558 and 1,981, 
respectively, were recorded. It should be noted, par- 
ticularly in connection with the statistics relating to 
alien passengers, that the figures of the passenger 
movement are inclusive of passengers who landed in 
the United Kingdom on their way between European 
and non-European countries. 

The statistics in respect of aliens, which are com- 
piled by the Home Office, show that the number of 
passengers of United States nationality who landed in 
the United Kingdom from all places abroad (including 
those arriving from European ports) and were recorded 
as visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., was 4,846 in the 
first three months of 1937, as compared with 4,228 in 
the corresponding period of 1936. Persons travelling 
on business or for pleasure are not separately distin- 
guished in the Board of Trade returns, but the number 
of alien passengers who disembarked at United King- 
dom ports from United States ports, after deducting 
those described as ‘‘ immigrants ’’+ from the United 
States, was 5,150 in the first quarter of 1937, as com- 
pared with 4,363 in the first quarter of 1936. As 
measured by the Home Office figures the number of 
tourists, etc., from the United States was about 600 
more in the first three months of this year and as 
deduced from the Board of Trade figures the increase 
was rather greater. The arrivals of British passengers 
from United States ports, after deducting the ‘* immi- 
grants,’’ increased from 4,254 to 4,951. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AND THE CONTINENT 


Including all ports within the Mediterranean Sea and 
in the Channel Islands 


There was a very striking increase in the number of 
passengers travelling to and from the Continent of 
Europe in the first quarter of this year, the outward 
movement being greater by 66,200 and the inward by 
54,099 than in the March quarter of 1936. These in- 
creases are due primarily to the Easter holiday being 
in March this year and in April last year. Some part 
of the return traffic from the Continent was recorded in 
April, and the reduction in the inward balance from 
the Continent from 12,708 in the first quarter of 1936 
to 607 this year is partly attributable to this. The 
figures of arrivals and departures do not, of course, 
relate to the number of individual persons who arrived 
or departed, but represent the total numbers of out- 
ward and inward voyages made by such passengers in 
the course of the periods mentioned. Changes in the

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It will be seen from the foregoing table that the 
number of passengers travelling to and from the Con- 
tinent by sea in the twelve months ended March 1937 
showed increases of 192,548 and 186,569, respectively, 
as compared with the corresponding movements in the 
preceding twelve months. The numbers travelling by 
air increased by about 10,400 passengers to the Con. 
tinent and about 11,500 from the Continent, the 
figures for the twelve months ended March being the 
largest recorded for any period of twelve months, 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AND THE IRISH FRIEE 
STATE 


The returns of passengers by sea show a balance 
inward of 13,410 passengers from the Irish Free State 
during the first quarter of 1937, as compared with an 
inward balance of 13,864 during the corresponding 
period of 1936. As is the case in the traffic with the 
Continent of Europe, the passenger movement betweev 
the United Kingdom and the Irish Free State is in- 
clusive of persons travelling to or from other countries 
via United Kingdom ports. The movement over the 
land frontier between Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Free State is not included in the returns furnished to 
the Board of Trade.

EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 


Emigrants.—The British subjects who were recorded 
as leaving permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
to take up permanent residence in non-European coun- 
tries numbered 6,349 in the first quarter of 1937, as 
compared with 6,204 in the same period of 1936. 
Residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. The 
movement of British emigrants to the British Empire 
as a whole during the first three months of 1937, as 
compared with a year earlier, showed an increase of 
218; the movements to British South Africa, New 
Zealand, and the group ‘‘ Other British Countries ’’ 
were rather larger, while there was a small decline in 
the number migrating to Australia. Comparing the 
movement of British emigrants to all parts of the 
Empire during the twelve months ended March 1937 
and 1936, an increase of 694 is shown. There was a 
small increase in the number of emigrants of British 
nationality to the United States, 376 being recorded in 
the first quarter of 1937, as compared with 291 during 
the corresponding period of the preceding year. 


Immigrants.—The total number of immigrants of 
British nationality into the United Kingdom during 
the first three months of 1937 was 8,048, or about the 
same as in the first three months of 1936, there being 
an increase of 300 in the numbers from British coun- 
tries and a corresponding decrease from foreign 
countries. 


Net migration.—There was a net excess of British 
immigration over emigration of 17,268 in the twelve 
months ended March 1937, as compared with a net 
excess of 17,423 immigrants over emigrants during the 
twelve months ended March 1936. 


The figures in the following table show the approxi- 
mate net movement in each quarter of 1935 and 1936 
and the first quarter of 1937 :—

Economic Mission to the Far East in 1930-31. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
SOYA BEANS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 4) Order, 1937 (S.R. and O. 
1937, No. 415), increasing the rates of drawback in re- 
spect of soya beans used in the manufacture of soya 
bean oil and soya bean flour. The increases are conse- 
quent upon the rise in the price of imported soya beans, 
and took effect from 14 May 1937. 

The Order, together with the Recommendation of 
the Advisory Committee, is published (Cmd. 5458) by 
H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2. 


IMPERIAL SHIPPING COMMITTEE 
HUDSON BAY MARINE INSURANCE RATES 


After discussion with the Chairman of the Imperial 
Shipping Committee, the Joint Hull Committee have 
agreed upon the following changes in the scale of 
additional premiums for suspending the warranty 
during the 1937 season. 

(1) The basis rates under the Hudson Bay Scale shall in 


future apply to vessels equipped with a gyro compass 
and shall be fixed as follows :—

(3) In the case of vessels not equipped with a gyro compass 
the above-mentioned rates of 15s. per cent. on the 
insured total loss value shall be increased by an 
additional 15s. per cent., i.e. to 30s. per cent. 


The dates of the opening and closing of the season 
will remain unaltered, but the surcharge of 25 per 
cent, for leaving Churchill after 11 October but before 
15 October, being calculated on the new rates of addi- 
tional premium, will represent a corresponding reduc- 
tin in the case of a vessel equipped with a gyro 
compass.

STRANDING OF S.S. “BURY HILL” 


The hearing of the Formal Investigation into the 
circumstances attending the stranding of the s.s.

The Formal Investigation ordered into the circum- 
stances attending the stranding of the Granton steam 
trawler ‘‘ River Avon ’’ has been fixed for hearing at 
the Sheriff Court House, Edinburgh, on Tuesday, 
25 May 1937, at 10.30 a.m. 
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GALLANTRY AT SEA 
BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION 


The Board of Trade have awarded a silver bowl to 
Albert James Jeffers, District Officer, H.M. Coast- 
guard, Mumbles, in recognition of the leadership and 
courage displayed by him in connection with the rescue 
of the crew of the steam trawler ‘‘ Roche Castle.’’ 


At about 10 p.m. on 10 January 1937 the steam trawler 
‘* Roche Castle,’”’ with a crew of eleven, encountered very 
thick weather in the Bristol Channel and ran ashore in the 
vicinity of Overton Cliffs, Gower. The Rhossili Life-saving 
Apparatus Company with life-saving gear, assembled ind 
reached a position about 180 yards from where the ‘‘ Roche 
Castle” had stranded about 11 p.m. From this position 
two rockets were fired, and at the second attempt line 
communication was established with the wreck, but the 
hawser fouled while being sent out. It was, however, 
eventually cleared by the personal efforts of District Officer 
Jeffers and Mr. C. Lucas, and was finally secured to the 
‘* Roche Castle.’”? The breeches buoy was then sent out. 


At this time there was a slight swell only, and there 
would have been no difficulty in landing the whole crew 
of the wreck had they not elected to remain on board in 
the hope that the vessel would refloat on the rising tide. 
The weather rapidly deteriorated, however, and when the 
crew hailed to be brought ashore at 1.45 a.m. the vessel was 
rolling heavily and was at times lying on her side. The 
first two of the crew to leave the ship got into the breeches 
buoy together, but unfortunately one of them fell out of 
the buoy into the sea and was drowned—the other was in 
great peril as he was drawn ashore, as it was almost impos- 
sible owing to the rolling of the vessel to keep him clear of 
the rocks, and as he was hanging head downwards by the 
time the breeches buoy had been hauled near the shore. 
The man was, however, dragged out of the water by District 
Officer Jeffers, though the latter was nearly washed away 
when making the rescue. With considerable difficulty the 
remainder of the crew of the stranded vessel were safely 
brought ashore. 

The Board of Trade have commended the Coastguard per- 
sonnel and the Rhossili Life-saving Apparatus Company for 
the admirable way in which they performed their duties 
during this rescue. The leadership and courage of District 
Officer Jeffers, whose prompt action was undoubtedly instru- 
mental in saving the life of the first man landed, have been 
recognised by the award of a silver bowl. 


CLEARANCE THROUGH LE BOURGET OF 


GOODS SUBJECT TO FRENCH QUOTA 
RESTRICTIONS 


It is desired to draw attention to the facilities which 
exist for the rapid clearance through the Customs at 
the air port of Le Bourget of goods subject to import 
restriction in France for which quota certificates are 
issued by organisations in the United Kingdom. Before 
such goods can be cleared, the Receiver of Customs 
must be in possession of the control copy of the quota 
certificate issued by the competent United Kingdom 
organisation, and in order to ensure the speedy arrival 
of the control copies it has been arranged that if letters 
are sent by air to the Customs at Le Bourget and bear 
the wording ‘“‘ Bureau de tri du port aérien du 
3ourget’’ they will be delivered immediately on arrival 
of the post. If they do not bear these words there is 
often appreciable delay before the letters are delivered, 
and it is accordingly advisable for control copies of 
certificates intended for the Customs at Le Bourget 
to be sent by air and to bear the above words on the 
envelope. 


POLISH-FRENCH CURRENCY TRANSFERS 


The Polish Foreign Exchange Control Commission 
has issued regulations governing the method of pay- 
ment for goods imported into Poland and originating 
in France, Algiers, French Colonies, Mandated 
territories, or Protectorates.

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ARGENTINE PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAMME 


It is reported from Buenos Aires that the Executive 
Power of the Province of Buenos Aires has submitted 
a Bill to the provincial legislature proposing an expen- 
diture of 102 million pesos on public works during the 
three years 1937-89. The works will be financed by 
means of bond issues.

Drives (B.S.S. No. 731-1937). 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a British 
Standard Specification for Flexible Steel Conduit for Cable 
Protection and Flexible Steel Tubing to enclose Flexible 
Drives. The specification provides for three types of flexible 
steel tubing suitable for use as a protective conduit for in- 
sulated cables, and as a mechanical protection to flexible 
drives such as those employed in the construction of auto- 
mobiles. In addition to the standardisation of dimensions, 
the specification lays down mechanical requirements for the 
finished conduit or tubing, and prescribes a suitable quality 
of rubber for use in the manufacture of steel conduit for cable 
protection.

British Standard Specification for Plug Connectors for Bell 
and Telephone Circuits No. 732-1937. 

For low-voltage bell and telephone circuits which are not 
connected to the electricity supply mains, it is important 
that the plugs and sockets should not be interchangeable 
with those connected to the mains. Similarly, it is important 
that portable private telephones and other low-voltage equip- 
ment cannot be plugged into Post Office telephone extensions. 
A special plug and socket has therefore been designed and 
standardised, at the request of the Wiring Regulations Com- 
mittee of the I.E.E., to meet the requirements of private low- 
voltage circuits. hese connectors are dealt with in the 
recently-published British Standard Specification No. 732, 
Inlet and Outlet Connectors for Bell, Telephone and Similar 
Circuits. It will be recalled that a corresponding specifica- 
tion for connectors for radio circuits was issued some time 
ago as B.S.S. No. 666. The new connectors are, of course, 
non-interchangeable with those in B.S.S. No. 666.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Census of Produc- 
tion of 1935 are being issued in a series of Supplements 
to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’”’ at fortnightly 
intervals. Notice of the trades to be covered by follow- 
ing issues will be given in the ‘* Journal ’’ from time 
to time. 


Complete returns may not have been received in all 
cases at the time of publication of the preliminary 
results, which should accordingly be regarded as pro- 
visional. In general, however, the amendments 
necessary are expected to be of minor importance, and 
the results may be taken as substantially comparable 
in the aggregate with those for previous years. For 
certain semi-manufactured articles, the output 
recorded as sold in 1935 may exceed the corresponding 
figure for 1934 by reason of returns being furnished for 
1935 for each separate establishment, so far as prac- 
ticable, whereas for 1934 firms were permitted to 
furnish an aggregated return covering the whole of 
their activities in one trade. The final figures will be 
published at a later date in volume form, and these 
final reports will contain additional detail, including 
for certain trades an estimate of the output free from 
duplication. 


2. Scope of the Census.—The Census covered manu- 
facturing industries, mines and quarries, the Building 
and Contracting Trade and the productive services 
carried out by Public Utility Undertakings, whether 
publicly or privately owned. Repairing and “‘ process- 
ing ’’ work was included. The number of separate 
trades distinguished was 122; a list of these trades is 
given at the end of these notes. All the particulars 
relate to the United Kingdom. 


3. Exclusion of small firms.—Detailed returns were 
not obtained from firms employing not more than ten 
persons as a yearly average, the only information 
required from these firms (except those in the Bread, 
Cakes, etc., Trade) being a statement of the nature of 
their business and the average number of their male 
and female employees in the year. The same limita- 
tion was applied to the Census of 1930 and to the 
Import Duties Act Inquiries of 1933 and 1934, and the 
whole of the information given in this series, for any 
year, should be understood to relate to the operations 
of firms employing more than ten persons. 


At the 1930 Census the number of businesses in 
which not more than ten persons were employed was 
recorded as 212,140; the estimated number of persons 
employed by these firms was 758,000, or about 9°6 per 
cent. of the total for all industries. 


4. Comparisons with previous years.—Comparison 
of the results for 1935 is made with those of the most 
recent previous year for which statistics are available, 
i.e. with those for the year 1934 in the case of the 78 
trades included in the Import Duties Act Inquiry for 
that year, and with those of the 1930 Census in the 
case of the remaining trades. 


In some cases where comparisons are made with the 
results of the Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1934, the 
particulars shown for that year may be defective. This 
arises from two causes: (i) the Inquiry for 1934 was 
generally limited to manufacturing undertakings, 





repairing firms and workshops doing only a commission 
trade being excluded; (ii) as the Inquiry related only 
to selected trades, some classes of products were not 
completely covered, being manufactured also by firms 
whose principal output lay in trades that were 
excluded from the Inquiry. Any substantial differ- 
ences that may be due to these circumstances are dealt 
with by a special note, generally to Table II dealing 
with the “‘ principal products’’ of the trade 
concerned. 


5. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The pre- 
liminary series of results will consist generally of 
seven tables, containing the information set out below. 


Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade 
concerned, 


Table [I.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
able) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals will include not only the output of the 
firms classified in the trade concerned but also the 
additional output recorded by firms whose returns were 
made on schedules for other trades. The figures for 
1935 may not cover the whole of this additional out- 
put, and cases in which the deficiencies are likely to 
impair comparability are specially noted. 


For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 
factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 
of the total quantities of these goods made are also 
shown. 


Table IJJ.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 


Table IV.—Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The quantity and cost of certain im- 
portant classes of materials, and of coal, coke, heavy 
fuel oil and electricity purchased and used by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade con- 
cerned. For some trades this information was obtain- 
able only on voluntary lines. 


Table VI.—The quantities of electricity consumed 
(generated in firms’ own works and purchased) by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade concerned. 
This information is not available for the year 1934. 


Table VII.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is a8 
recorded for the week ended 12 October 1935. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 

For those trades in which outworkers are employed, 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 
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6. Instructions for making Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 


(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1935, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a 
business year ending not later than 7 April 1936 and 
not earlier than 8 April 1935 was accepted. 


(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less that of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. In determining the net 
selling value, firms were instructed to deduct from the 
amounts charged to customers such items as discounts, 
payments to transport firms, railway companies, etc., 
for carriage outwards, and allowances for returnable 
cases, etc. Where separate returns were made for 
different departments of the same firm, and goods 
produced in one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 
books. 


(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working ‘* on 
commission,’’ ete.—Firms working ‘‘ on commission ”’ 
or ‘* for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Census, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘‘ Goods made for sale ”’ 
and ** Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘‘ made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock at 
the end of the year, Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 


(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end of 
the year was estimated and returned separately. 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
‘been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 

of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 

persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials —The total ‘‘ cost of materials 
used ’’ was required to include all raw and other 





materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gas 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople. 
The cost was to include charges for transport unless 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own staff. 
The book value of stocks of materials at the beginning 
of the year was included and that of stocks at the end 
of the year deducted from the total purchases in the 
year. The figure was not to include wages, salaries, 
rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and _ similar 
charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant. 
Where separate returns were made for different depart- 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depart- 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) 
department, and included in that department's total 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro- 
ducing department. Firms working on commission or 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials, 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, 
and not the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of 
materials represent the total purchases in the year. 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work to 
other firms or other branches of the same firms for 
which separate returns were made were required to 
state the aggregate amount paid to such firms or 
branches for work done in the year. The amount thus 
returned was not to include the cost of any items 
accounted for under the heading of ‘* Materials.’’ 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘‘ Cost of 
materials used ’’ and amount paid for ‘‘ Work given 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the products and not in that 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industrial processes and, 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well as 
profits. 


(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers of 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehousemen) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory or 
works, or in outside work of construction or repair, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff ’’ to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working proprie- 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work being recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where 
outworkers were employed, the number of these 
was recorded separately and not included in the 
number of operatives. Persons required wholly or 
mainly in connection with any merchanting business 
carried on were to be excluded. 


The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specified 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike or 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any of 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. 


Firms were required to state :— 


(a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
12 October 1935 (or 13 October 1934 if the 
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return covered a period ended before 12 October 
1935), divided under the two main headings 
defined above, and also according to their sex and 
age (as over or under 18 years of age). 


(b) The number of operatives actually at work 
in a specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of the period covered by the return. 


(xi) Outworkers.—In those trades employing out- 
workers (i.e. workpeople doing work off the firm’s 
premises on materials supplied by the firm) particulars 
were required of the number of outworkers employed 
at two dates in the year covered by the return, viz.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN APRIL 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 
680,700 tons of pig iron were produced in April, as compared 
with 680,300 tons in March, 629,800 tons in April 1936, 
and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The figure 
for last month was the highest recorded since October 1929. 

The April output included 138,700 tons of hematite, 
384,400 tons of basic, 122,400 tons of foundry, and 14,900 
tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of April numbered 121, a 
net increase of 4 as compared with a month earlier. 

The April production of steel ingots and _ castings 
amounted to 1,080,400 tons, as compared with 1,109,500 tons 
in March, 984,200 tons in April 1936, and a monthly average 
of 688,600 tons in 1913.

BRITISH. INDIA 


OVERSEA TRADE IN MARCH AND 1936-37 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
March 1937 as compared with the preceding month, showed 
increases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Calcutta from the Director-General of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics. 

The value of the imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 13,10 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 3,74 lakhs, as compared 
with the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures increased by Rs. 2,99 lakhs from Rs, 18,54 
lakhs in February 1937 to Rs. 21,53 lakhs in the month 
under report. Re-exports improved by Rs. 2 lakhs and 
amounted to Rs. 54 lakhs. The comparison of the trade 
figures for March 1937 and the twelve months April 1936 
to March 1937 with those of the preceding month and the 
corresponding periods of the preceding year, is set forth

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in March 1937 was Rs, 10,02 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 8,43 lakhs 
in February 1937 and Rs. 6,69 lakhs in March 1936, During 
the twelve months ended March 1937 the visible balance of 
trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 92,25 lakhs in 
favour of India, as compared with Rs. 66,97 lakhs in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year. The balance 
of remittances of funds in March 1937 was minus Rs, 5,50 
lakhs and in the twelve months ended March 1937 minus 
Rs. 71,34 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN ImPoRTS 


As compared with March 1936 imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in March 1937 improved by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 99 
lakhs, raw materials by Rs. 96 lakhs to Rs. 2,63 lakhs and 
manufactured articles by Rs. 1,37 lakhs to Rs. 9,33 lakhs. 


Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of rice not in the 
husk fell heavily from 7,500 tons to 9 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 54 lakhs to Rs, 2,000 in value. There were no im- 
ports of rice in the husk in the month under report, while 
20,900 tons, valued at Rs, 112 lakhs, were imported in 
March 1936. Sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including beet), 
declined from 900 tons to 700 tons in quantity, and from 
Rs. 1,07,000 to Rs, 94,000 in value. There were noticeable 
increases of Rs. 7 lakhs under spices (chiefly cloves), Rs. 6 
lakhs under provisions and Rs. 5 lakhs under salt. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil advanced 
from 6:1 million gallons to 13-3 million gallons in quantity 
and from Rs. 26 lakhs to Rs. 47 lakhs in value. Imports 
of mineral oils, other than kerosene, also improved from 
15-3 million gallons to 18°5 million gallons in quantity and 
from Rs. 33 lakhs to Rs. 52 lakhs in value. Imports of raw 
cotton (chiefly from Egypt and Kenya Colony) amounted to 
10,500 tons, valued at Rs. 95 lakhs, as compared with 5,300 
tons, valued at Rs, 45 lakhs, in the corresponding month 
of the preceding year. There was also an advance of Rs. 5 
lakhs under silk, raw and cocoons, of Rs. 4 lakhs under raw 
wool, and of Rs. 3 lakhs each under tallow and stearine and 
diamonds, while copra or coconut kernel fell by Rs, 4 lakhs. 


Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton manufac- 
tures (including yarn) fell in the aggregate by Rs. 51 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,49 lakhs. Twist and yarn declined from 3-8 million 
Ibs. to 16 million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 30 lakhs 
to Rs. 17 lakhs in value, Under cotton piece-goods all the 
three main descriptions of goods showed decreases; grey 
goods declined from 27-5 to 158 million yards in quantity 
and from Rs. 37 lakhs to Rs. 23 lakhs in value, white goods 
from 29-7 to 21-6 million yards in quantity and from Rs. 574 
lakhs to Rs. 484 lakhs in value and coloured goods from 
32:3 to 19-4 million yards and from Rs. 64 lakhs to Rs. 45 
lakhs. The number of motor cars imported amounted to 
1,560 and that of motor lorries, buses and vans to 914, 48 
against 911 and 428, respectively, in March 1936. The value 
of motor cars imported amounted to Rs. 29 lakhs and that 
of motor lorries, buses and vans to Rs, 13 lakhs, as com- 
pared with Rs. 17 lakhs and Rs. 6 lakhs, respectively, 12 
the corresponding month of last year. There were noticeable 
increases under copper, wrought, and coal tar dyes (+ Rs. 16 
lakhs each), chemicals (+ Rs. 12 lakhs), electrical machinery 
(+ Rs. 11 lakhs), rayon yarn (+ Rs. 10 lakhs), drugs and 
medicines and paper (+ Rs. 9 lakhs each), electrical instru- 
ments (+ Rs. 8 lakhs), hardware and zinc or spelter, u2- 
wrought (+ Rs. 7 lakhs each), and rayon piece-go 
(+ Rs. 5 lakhs), while there were decreases under jute 
machinery (— Rs, 4 lakhs), and tubes, pipes and fittings, 
wrought, of iron or steel, tin, unwrought and prime movers, 
other than electrical (— Rs. 3 lakhs each).

Compared with March 1936 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in March 1937 advanced by Rs. 33 lakhs to Rs. 3,32 
lakhs. Exports of rice, not in the husk, increased from 
909,000 tons, valued at Rs, 1,49 lakhs, in March 1936, to 
940,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,87 lakhs, in March 1937. Ship- 
ments of wheat rose from 350 tons to 15,600 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 37,000 to Rs. 15 lakhs in yalue. Consignments 
of gram improved from 800 tons to 2,500 tons in quantity 
and from Rs, 84,000 to Rs. 2} lakhs in value. Exports of 
wheat flour almost doubled and stood at 2,800 tons, valued 
at Rs. 4 lakhs. Dispatches of coffee declined from 72,000 
ewts., valued at Rs, 33} lakhs, to 21,000 cwts., valued at 
Rs. 9 lakhs. Exports of tea declined from 10-0 million lbs. 
to 87 million lbs. in quantity and from Rs, 69 lakhs to 
Rs. 64 lakhs in value. Exports of unmanufactured tobacco 
fell slightly from 3-1 million lbs. to 3-0 million lbs. in 
quantity, but rose from Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 9 lakhs. in value. 
Shipments of spices rose from 27,000 cwts. to 28,000 cwts. 
in quantity and from Rs, 43 lakhs to Rs, 8} lakhs in value. 

Raw materials and produce exported increased by Rs, 4,01 
lakhs to Rs. 13,22 lakhs. Under this group, shipments of 
raw cotton rose from 92,600 tons to 103,600 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 5,05 lakhs to Rs. 6,19 lakhs in value. Of the 
total exports of 103,600 tons, Japan, the largest purchaser, 
took 46,600 tons, or 45 per cent., the United Kingdom 18,200 
tons, or 18 per cent., Belgium 11,300 tons, or 11 per cent., 
Italy 7,600 tons, or 7 per cent., Germany 5,900 tons, and 
France 5,300 tons. Exports of raw jute stood at 73,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 1,36 lakhs, in March 1937, as against 53,000 
tons and Rs, 98 lakhs in March 1936. Exports of raw wool 
fell in quantity from 3-5 million lbs. to 2:5 million lbs., but 
the value rose from Rs. 164 lakhs to Rs. 174 lakhs. Exports 
of lac advanced from 46,000 ewts. to 82,000 cwts. in quantity 
and from Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 233 lakhs in value. Dispatches 
of groundnuts improved considerably from 55,000 tons to 
139,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 85 lakhs to Rs. 2,32 
lakhs in value. Shipments of sesamum rose from only 
1238 tons to 2,700 tons in quantity and from Rs. 27,000 to 
Rs. 54 lakhs in value. Exports of linseed, however, recorded 
a small improvement in quantity and stood at 16,000 tons 
as in March 1936, but the value increased from Rs. 21 
lakhs to Rs. 29 lakhs. Shipments of oilcakes rose from 
8,000 tons to 36,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 16 
lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs in value. Shipments of raw hides 
increased from 2,400 tons, valued at Rs. 13 lakhs to 3,300 
tons valued at Rs. 191 lakhs. Exports of raw skins suffered 
a setback from 1,800 tons to 1,600 tons in quantity but 
the value improved from Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 29 lakhs. Raw 
rubber recorded an improvement of 0-6 million lbs. in 
quantity and of Rs. 6} lakhs in value. Shipments of manga- 
nese ore improved from 59,000 tons to 91,000 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 114 lakhs to Rs. 19 lakhs in value. There was 
an increase under wolfram ore, exports during the month 
amounting to 900 tons, valued at Rs, 12 lakhs, as against 
almost the same quantity valued at Rs. 103 lakhs in March 
1936. 

Exports of manufactured goods increased by Rs. 1,04 
lakhs to Rs. 4,58 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth 
exported increased from 105 million to 137 million and the 
value from Rs. 993 lakhs to Rs. 123 lakhs. Shipments of 
gunny bags improved from 37:0 million to 43-1 million in 
number, and from Rs. 76 lakhs to Rs. 842 lakhs in value. 
Exports of cotton manufactures, including twist and yarn, 
showed an increase of Rs. 14 lakhs. Cotton yarn, however, 
recorded a nominal rise both in quantity and value and 
stood at 1-1 million lbs. and Rs. 6 lakhs. Exports of piece- 
goods improved from 7:9 million yards valued at Rs. 22 
lakhs to 12-2 million yards valued at Rs. 35 lakhs. Pig 
lead declined in quantity from 122,400 ewts. to 121,700 
cwts. but the value improved from Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 31} 
lakhs. Exports of copper improved considerably from 100 
cwts. to 30,000 ewts. in quantity and from Rs. 5,000 to Rs. 42 
lakhs in value. The quantity of tanned hides exported 
tose from 1,200 tons to 1,500 tons and the value from Rs. 21 
lakhs to Rs. 284 lakhs. Shipments of tanned skins stood 
at 500 tons as in March 1936 but the value rose from Rs. 24 
lakhs to Rs. 26 lakhs in the month under review. Exports 
of paraffin wax rose from 5,000 tons valued at Rs. 21 lakhs 
to 6,400 tons valued at Rs. 27 lakhs. Improved exports were 
hoticed under the following heads in the month under 
Teport:—raw hemp and fodder, etc. (+ Rs. 7 lakhs each), 
oils (+ Rs. 4 lakhs) and zine and fruits, etc. (+ Rs. 3 
lakhs each).

The share of the United Kingdom in imports declined 
from 42 per cent. in March 1936 to 37 per cent. in March 
1937 and that in exports from 26 per cent. to 23 per cent. 
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The shares of Germany, Japan, and the United States in 
the month under report were 10, 18, and 6 per cent, respec- 
tively under imports and 5, 15 and 8 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of March 1937 
amounted to 754,000 and 792,000 respectively. The corres- 
ponding figures were returned at 585,000 and 764,000 tons 
in February 1937 and 717,000 and 712,000 tons a year ago. 
During the twelve months ended March 1937 the tonnage of 
vessels that entered and cleared with cargoes amounted 
respectively to 8,188,000 and 8,733,000 as compared with

SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1936 


(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London) 


The improvement in general economic conditions that 
characterised the year 1935 continued, on the whole, during 
1936. Employment in the main branches of industry 


‘increased, industrial production and the volume of foreign 


trade expanded and the position of shipping improved. 
Employment in industry continued to be favourable. 
According to the figures of the Social Board, employment 
during 1936 may be denoted by the average index number 
of 3:85, as against 3°68 for 1935 (3 = equals moderately 
good employment). The volume of industrial employment 
increased by ‘an average of about 8 per cent., this figure 
being recorded in the wood pulp, paper, iron and textile 
groups, while the increase in the machinery group amounted 
to as much as 13 per cent. 


Forrien TRADE 


Exports recorded a greater expansion than imports, the 
value of the total turnover of foreign trade amounting to 
3,125 million kronor— an increase of 18 per cent. on 1935, 
due in some measure to a rise in the price level. The net 
result was a reduced import surplus of about 114 million 
kr. for 1936 as against 179 million kr. for 1935. A sub- 
stantial rise was noted particularly in such groups as 
vehicles, machinery, iron ore, timber and wood pulp, and 
on the import side in iron and steel, including products, as 
well as in oils and coal. 

After a marked decline in timber exports in 1935, there 
was a considerable increase in the quantities shipped 
during 1936. This applies equally to sawn, planed and hewn 
products, while the export of unsawn timber continued to 
decline heavily. For all timber products the increase in 
exports recorded in 1936 represented, quantitatively 
speaking, about 11 per cent. above 1935. The demand for 
timber last year was, on the whole, lively, and the prices 
of both fir and spruce rose steadily. The sales of timber to 
most countries increased during 1936, Great Britain, the 
most important customer, taking considerably more than 
half the total exports. 


Woop Purr; Iron anp STEEL; FreiIcHts 


The trend of wood pulp production and exports was also 
favourable during the whole of 1936. Exports reached a 
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total of 2-26 million tons, dry weight, as against 2°10 in 
1935 (an increase of 7 to 8 percent.). This rise is accounted 
for exclusively by chemical pulp. Owing to the keen demand 
for all classes of pulp, prices rose appreciably, particularly 
towards the end of the year. Exports of sulphate and 
mechanical pulp were much reduced as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1935. By the end of January 
practically the whole of the quantity of pulp available for 
this year had been sold, as well as considerable quantities 
for delivery in 1938. As a consequence the Council of 
S.P.S., the European sulphite organisation, resolved that 
the production of sulphite pulp in all associated countries 
be increased. 


Iron and steel production continued to expand during 
1936 and record figures were attained in both ferro-alloys 
and casting metal as well as rolling-mill products. Exports 
of pig iron, scrap and semi-finished manufactures rose, but 
the increase in such staple imports as pig iron, scrap, iron 
and steel sections, sheet metal and tubes was even heavier. 

Ocean freights underwent a substantial improvement, a 
fact which is apparent in the rise of the index number 
(1913 = 100) from 102 in 1935, to 115 in 1936.

REGULATIONS FOR DUTY-FREE 
IMPORTATION OF ANIMAL AND PLANT 
SPECIFICS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 14 January (page 63), concerning inter alia 
the duty-free admission of certain raw materials for the 
manufacture of animal and vegetable specifics imported 
into Argentina, H.M. Representative at Buenos Aires has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copy and translation of 
a Decree which establishes the conditions under which this 
privilege will be granted. 


Duty-free admission is restricted to white arsenic, 
sodium arsenate, calcium arsenate, sulphur, impure phenol 
and nicotine sulphate used in the manufacture of specifics 
which have been approved by the Argentine Ministry of 
Agriculture. These products will be subject to the tax of 
} per cent. ad valorem imposed by Article 41 of Law No. 
12,435 on all goods imported free of Customs duty under 
special conditions.

IMPORT OF GOODS SUBJECT TO AD VALOREM

Oficial ’? of 12 March contains a General Customs Regu- 
lation No. 137, effective thirty days after publication, which 
provides that for Custems purposes the price of merchan- 
dise which is subject to ad valorem duties in Colombia, as 
declared on consular invoices, shall include not only the 
price of the goods at the place of despatch but also all 
expenses up to the port of discharge. Hitherto ad valorem 
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duties have been assessed on the f.o.b. value of the goods 
at the port of export. 

The declaration in consular invoices of merchandise 
subject to ad valorem import duties must be made expres- 
sing separately the price of the merchandise and the 
amount of the expenses. The duties on the merchandise 
will be levied on the sum of these two amounts. 


Where the Customs tariff specifies ad valorem duties 
in conjunction with the phrase ‘“ the cost of which at the 
factory does not exceed $ ,”’ the factory price only will 
be taken into account for determining the tariff classifi- 
cation. The import duty will be assessed on the c.i.f. value 
of the merchandise at the Colombian port of entry. 





Consular invoices covering merchandise subject to ad 
valorem duties are now required to be accompanied by the 
corresponding commercial] invoice, in duplicate, duly 
authenticated by the shipper. Colombian consuls will retain 
one of the copies of the commercial invoice and the other 
copy is to be attached to the consular invoice which is 
sent to the Customs authorities in Colombia. 


The Regulation further prescribes the procedure to be 
adopted in the event of disputes arising between importers 
and Customs houses, as to the value of merchandise dutiable 
at ad valorem rates.

FRANCE 
EXPORT BOUNTY ON PIGS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ of 9 May announces that 
as from that date, the bounty which has been paid in 
respect of live and dead pigs exported from France, will 
be granted for salted bacon and briskets only, on which an 
amount of 2 francs per kilog. will be payable. 


EXPORT BOUNTY ON BUTTER 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 29 October last (page 639) regarding the 
suspension of the bounty of 5 francs per kilog. paid in 
respect of good-quality butters exported from France, it 
should be noted that the French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 
9 May announces that the bounty will again be paid, as 
from that date, but at the increased rate of 6 frs. per kilog. 


IMPORT OF FISH 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ” of 12 May announces 
that imports of fresh or frozen bass, brill, sturgeon, grey 
mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and turbot into France 
from the United Kingdom may be resumed as from that 
date. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON YARNS 
AND FABRICS 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of 13 May contains an 
Order, dated 21 April, which fixes the quotas for the import 
of foreign (non-French) cotton yarns and fabrics into 
French West Africa during the period 1 July to 31 Decem- 
ber and also announces the division of these quotas among 
individual countries. The quotas are the same as those 
for the previous six months, a list of which will be found 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 18 February last 
(page 246). 


GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reich 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for March 1937 as 10,845,900 metric tons (i.e. 
an increase of 45 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 


In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agree- 
ment of 13 April 1933 between the United Kingdom and 
Germany, the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal 
and coke into the German Customs Area for May 1937 has 
been correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
metric tons to 261,000 metric tons.

The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ of 12 May 1997 
contains an Order, dated 11 May 1937, which imposes, ag 
from 13 May 1937, a Customs duty of 125 Reichsmarks per 
100 kilogs. on imported rubber, gutta-percha and balata, 
raw or refined (ex No. 98 of the German Customs Tariff), 


Note.—These goods were formerly free of duty.

CLASSIFICATION OF CHLORIDE OF BARIUM 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Lima has 
forwarded translation of a Supreme Resolution dated 18 Feb. 
ruary and published on 26 March, which classifies chloride 
of barium for the electrolytic manufacture of hydrochloric 
acid under a new Tariff No. 1635 A with a duty of 6 centavos 
per kilog. gross. 


POLAND 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF MAIZE AND HORSE 
MAIZE 


An Order, dated 12 April 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, effective from 20 April to 31 May, 
1937, provides that maize and horse maize (No. 7 of the 
Polish Customs Tariff) may be imported into Poland free 
of duty, subject to a special permit being obtained from 
the Ministry of Finance. 


ROUMANIA

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to

act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.

Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
